;nce in Morocco. Germany mus^ en- 
oy the. same rights as other powers. 
We guarantee that the sovereignty of 
M.orocco shall and will 
be 
main- 


tained." 


This rather defiant version is prob- 


ably a too free translation of the em- 
peror's words, but.it serves as a peg 
on which London newspapers hang 
further 
querulous editorial observa- 


tions and criticisms as to the mean- 
ing of his visit.. It is interpreted as 
an overt threat to France. 


Politics in Visit. 


The Times Tangier correspondent 


says; "It is impossible to deny that 
the emperor's visit, which the world 
wished to consider as that of an. im- 
perial tourist, has been an immense 
political demonstration. Nobody who 
saw Tangier garlanded with flowers 
and beflagged until the very houses 
were 
scarcely distinguishable, could 


doubt that such expenditure and trou- 
ble meant more "than merely a cour- 
teous welcome to an emperor desirous 
of seeing the curiosities ol Tangier. 


Kaiser in Earnest. 


"I was able to watch the emperor 


during all his interviews, ant!- noticed 
tho forcible manner 
in 
which he 


spoke, especially to the sultan's uncle,; 
and the brief two hours he spent here | 
may prove to have marked an epoch in I 
the history of JtoMccfl.

but no official account of his remarks 
is obtainable." 


Defends France's Policy. 


Paris, April 1.—Foreign Minister 


Delcasse made a significant speech in 
the senate which .evidently was de- 
signed, to meet questions arising in 
connection with the visit of Emperor- 
William to Tangier. 
The minister, 


spoke with moderation, but his clos- 
ing declaration that resistance in in-, 
terested quarters would not caiuse 
France to modify'her policy: brought 
out vigorous applause. 


Visit Is Cut Short. 


Tangier, April 1.—Emperor William 


of Germany visited Tangier Friday, re- 
maining on shore scarcely two hours. 
The elaborate program for his recep- 
tion and' entertainment was much 
changed, the emperor confining him- 
self to a visit to the German legation, 
where he received deputations of Ger- 
mans in 'Morocco. 


It was officially explained, that tho 


reason 
for .this procedure was the 


roughness of the sea: but after the 
departure of the Hamburg it was stat- 
ed or. good authority that Emperor 
William, having heard that there was 
a possibility of an anti-French demon- 
stration on the occasion of his visit, 
desired to avoid such an incident. 


.Another report, which, however, has 


not received oflicial confirmation, but 
is generally accepted, states that the 
Gorman legation was informed'that an 
r.nnrchist plot had be'en discovered and 
advised that the emperor.be dissuaded 
Crom landing.

It Is not generally known that the 


first telephone line 
ever installed 


in the. state of Wisconsin vas in oper- 
ation1 in this city .between the'late 
Dr. Henry Palmer's residence and his 
oflice in 1877 and that Mr. Richard 
Valentino, the president of the Rock 
county telephone company installed 
it. Not only was the first telephone 
ever in iise in Wisconsin 'installed 
'in Jan'esville but. the first telephone' 


. exchange;1 in the United States was 


placed in operation that same year 
by Mr. Valentine at Greenlake.the line 
running 'from the depot at Dartford, 
to 'Dartford and thence by a switch 


' hoard to the Sherwood Forest and 
.'Greenwood hotels on either side of 


the lake. This switch board was de- 
vised by: Mr. Valentine and as far 
as known is the first over used in 
the telephone business, in the United 


Stal.es was erected. 
Mr. Valentine 


had a contract 10 connect the depot 
of .Dartford,' with the town a mile 
away and with the two hotels, the 
Sherwood Forest and .the Greenwood 
on either sides of thu lake. In order 
to do .this lie devised a switch board 
similar to those then used by tele- 
graphers and placed it in the post 
oflice at DartCord. 
By these means 


the two 
hotels • could be connected 


.with t.he depot by merely switching 
one wire off and the other on. 
Mr. 


Valentine .did not appreciate the im- 
portance of this invention and did 
not patent it. but his methods was 
primarily the same as is now used 
in all the city exchanges.

OUR SATURDAY NIGHT. 


Back from the coast a couple of 


miles, and forty miles south of Jack- 
sonville, Florida, is the old city ol 
St. Augustine. A 'sea wall extending 
along the water front tor a •mile pro- 
tects the city from the wash of the 
tide which, rushes into the-little bay 
through a channel which connects it 
with the ocean. 


The streets of the .old city, not 


more than thirty feet wide, and lined 
.on either side with quaint low build- 
ings, wind in and out like cow paths 
in" the forest. 
These streets bear 


the name of some patron saint, and 
date back 200 years or 
more, and 


while brick pavement's 
and 
other 


modern improvements, have replaced 
some: of the old 'land -marks, many 
things 'remain intact and are force- 
ful reminders o£ ancient history. 


The new St. Augustine crowds up 


close to the old town on the west and 
occupies land stretching back to the 
railroad half .a mile away. A modern 
depot where-fifty carriages meet in- 
coming trains, seems a little out of 
place for a city with a normal pop- 
ulation of 5,000 people, but when the 
25,000 tourists, who frequent 
this 


popular resort are • encountered, 
the 


wide asphalt paved 
streets, large 


hotels, and 
modern 
improvements, 


are readily accounted for. 


The Ponce De Leon hotel, one of 


the largest in the country,' with its 
park of magnolia trees is thronged 
with guests during the winter months 
while .scor'es of smaller hostelriesv 
are equally well 
patronized. • This 


famous hotel costing $2,000,000 and 
half as much more to furnish repre- 
sents but a fragment of the $30,000,- 
000 Invested by Mr. Flagler, the rail- 
way magnate, in opening up the east 
coast of Florida from Jacksonville 
south three hundred miles to Miami, 
and while this man is cleverly hated 
by raen who envy him, yet it is gen- 
erally conceded that he has made 
the east coast, of- Florida what it is 
today; namely the winter home for 
150,000 tourists. 


A memorial church costing $100,- 


000, 
and dedicated • to the memory 


of his daughter, stands on a side 
street as a'monument- 
of philan- 


thropy while evidence of 
liberality 


and public spirit arc1 noticed on ev- 
ery hand. 


At the end of St. Francis street 


is an old .house said to be the first 
liouso in America. 
The heavy doors 


with old I'ashiopccl iron 
knockers, 


and weather-beaten walls 
make it 


easy, to believe that'the place is ex-: 
tromely ancient, and the fairy talcs 
and old relics displayed on the in- 
side for a consideration, 
combine 


modern thrift with' memories of the 
past. 


Near the aenter of the town is the 


plaza, where the pavilion once used 
as the slave market, still stands, as 
a reminder of conditions which pre- 
vailed in the South before the war. 
An effort has been made to preserve 
this old land mark and the well-worn 
steps leading- np to the 
platform 


and auction block are still in evi- 
dence. 


^- 
At the head of St. George street, 


the principal business street of the 


• old city, is the 
massive gateway 


which at ono time was the only en- 
trance to the walled city, while off 
to the right and facing the bay, is 
the old Spanish fort, now under gov- 
ernment control, and open t» visitors. 


This old fort, with walls of batter- 


ed masonry forty feet thick at the 
base, and tapering up fifty feet to a 
parapet ten. feet 
wide 
with a pro- 


tecting wall and loop holes for the 
junners, is a vivid reminder of a 
past so long dead, as to be almost 
forgotten, and the hollow square per- 
haps one hundred feet in diameter, 
surrounded with rooms and dungeons 
cut into the wall, speak of warfare 
and torture unknown to modern civ- 
ilization.

A war correspondent has recently 


contributed a magazine article under 
the caption, "War is Hell." 
His let- 


ter was written from the breastworks 
at the front while Port Arthur was 
being besjeged, and while .he was 
surrounded with the dead and wound- 
ed he was impressed with the sani- 
tary conditions of 
the 
Japanese 


camp, and with the humane spirit 
with which the men were inspired. 
Since this article was written, Port 
Arthur has surrendered and the de- 
ciding battles of the great war have 
;been fought. 


Human life has been so 
cheap 


that the loss of 100,000 men is re- 
corded and ' forgotten the next day1. 


St. Augustine with its little, old 


fort, is a plaything as compared with 
Port Arthur, and the old dungeons 
with their records ot" 
torture and 


slow death, would make but little 
impression on a defeated army in 
Mukden, but the stretch 
of years 


which connect the dim past and the 
vivid present, speak of war' In the 
same .emphatic terms. 


There will come a day when per- 


petual peace will reign, and the bat- 
tered walls of Port' Arthur, like the 
relic ot St. Augustine will be visited 
by coming generations and regarded 
as one of the curios of ancient civ- 
ilization. 


The wars of the next century will 


not be'fought on the battlefield, but 
they will be contested in the arena 
of public 
opinion. Methods 
and 


theories of government will be ad- 
vanced and public sentiment will be 
called upon to decide many questions 
of import. 


The stride of advancement is rapid 


raid it remains for the nations which 
are contending for leadership to dem- 
onstrate ability to govern themselves. 
America is in the front rank and con- 
stantly pressing forward. The nation 
is, still in the experimental stage and 
the ship of state is threatened with 
shoals and sand bars. 
The spirit 


of unrest and dissatisfaction is pre- 
valent and radical changes and un- 
tried experiments are demanded. 


The old fort at St. Augustine is a 


monument of defeat. 
It speaks of 


a nation dethroned and driven or,I. 
The danger may be remote but the 
safety and ultimate prosperity of the 
nation today, depends upon the wis- 
dom and common sense displayed by 
the people in the great engagement 
where human rights and justice to 
every man 
is the Issue.
